These things aren’t hard instructions, they’re a relief. He’s not telling us to go 
in and figure them out, try to understand them and fix them, and be sure and defend 
yourself, make sure your side is thoroughly explained, don’t stop ‘till you’ve won 
them over and had the upper hand... no, rather, He’s letting us off the hook when 


it comes to others. Bless, do not curse. Love. Forgive. And guess what? You can 
move on! The Bible says, what fellowship does light have with darkness? 


We are not called to carry on in relationships/friendships that are harmful. But, 
if and when you move on, do so in love, with forgiveness towards them, releasing 

all hurt and anger into the hands of Jesus, who heals all wounds and gives us new 
beginnings. 


AS a new Christian, you will be hated. You will be mocked, rejected, lied to, lied 
about. They will try to hinder you. They will withold help from you, when it’s in 

their ability to share. They will persecute you. You cannot change this reality of 
the world, but you can move on from toxic people, with a clean conscience. 


There’s so much more to say on this topic, but really, if you just get into the 
Word, drink it in, eat it, listen, follow, learn - you'll be shown everything you 
need for your own Christian walk.

To be saved through Jesus Christ, you believe in your heart, and confess to Him in 
prayer, that He came to earth and died for your sins, that you are a sinner, that 
you are truly sorry for your sins, and ask Him to forgive you through His blood 
that was shed for you when He gave His life for us on the cross. He will forgive 
you, and He’s been waiting for you! Ask Him for new life, and tell Him that you’re 
ready to begin a relationship with Him. Ask Him to come into your heart. He will do 
it. He “stands at the door and knocks”. Open the door and invite Him in. It’s the 
most important and best decision you will ever make. When you are ready to be saved 
and go to Him in prayer, just pray in your own words, from your heart. He knows you 
and He will answer you. 

Ask to be filled with the Holy Spirit. Ask Him to open your eyes and soften your 
heart. He will do it, and much, much more. 


As a new Christian, you will begin a new life. Read the Bible, and do what it says. 
Baptism is an outer sign of your new life in Christ, symbolic of the washing away 
of sin. However baptism is not salvation, it’s an outer sign of a new beginning. 
This can be done in a church, or by another believer in Jesus Christ, even in your 
own home. God knows your heart, and joining together with other believers isn’t 
always easy these days. But do meet with other Christians if you can, even if just 
virtually, online. 


Avoid denominations. Learn of Him in freedom and truth. The Holy Bible is our 
authority, not the doctrines of man-made religious institutions - aka “the precepts 
of men.” Beware false preachers and teachers. 


Pray often. Have confidence - you are His child, and He is your Father! His love 
for you is unconditional, not performance based, and He loves you more than you can 
comprehend! 


Follow Him with all of your heart. You are saved through grace, meaning, His death 
on the cross paid the penalty for your sins. You can’t work your way into heaven. 


As a Christian, you will want to serve Him, because you love Him. Not to earn your 
way into heaven. 


Your salvation is secure. 


When you stumble and sin on your journey, go to Him right away, and ask forgiveness 
- repent. He will forgive you. However, be careful not to grow slack in your walk, 
and abuse His grace. After coming into the knowledge of His truth, you cannot 
deliberately carry on in sin, without repentence. This is very dangerous. 
Unconfessed sin is a sign of not truly following Him. Not repenting, but calling 
yourself a Christian, puts your eternity in danger. 


We must not take lightly what He did for us, on the cross. He suffered greatly, was 


mocked and tortured, and died a terrible death, so that we can have access to The 
Father. Anyone. Anywhere. No matter what. He died for us all, so that we might 
live. We can’t call ourselves Christians, and only follow Him based on what’s 
comfortable to us. We can’t keep on sinning without repentance, and expect to have 
eternal life in heaven. 

Yes we are under grace, and yes we are forgiven. But we can’t abuse it. 


Nobody is perfect, we all are sinners and we all fall short, every day. So stay 
close to Him, and when you sin, go to Him right away and ask to be forgiven. You 
will grow stronger in time. He will help you with every temptation and struggle. 


Don’t seek perfection, just seek Him.

...don't put me back under the Law. 


Back in the mid-90's, a friend of mine had a mother in law who 

was veering away from Christianity and getting all into Jewish 
traditions, Hebrew studies & what-not. 

Good stuff to learn about, for sure. Biblical history is fascinating. 
But she was starting to go overboard. Having Sabbath dinners, 
observing Jewish holidays, etc. 

She's not Jewish. 


I was invited to her home once for "Bible study". Turned out to 
be more of a Torah study. I sat there and listened to her. She 
said this was a "grass roots movement", that when Christ 

returns, the temple procedures/animal sacrifices, etc will be re- 
instated. I guess she wanted to get a head start or something. 


Christians going back under the Law. 


Does it make them feel holy and righteous? Her son, who was a 
friend, was also starting to get into it. He said to me one time 
when I asked him about it, "Look at it this way, are you going to 
worship the Father, or the sacrifice? Jesus was the sacrifice." 

I stared at him in disbelief. And these were people that we had 
met at church. A small, Bible-believing, Jesus-loving, pure and 
simple congregation. And now he was standing there, insulting 
Christ. 


He also quoted the passage where Jesus says, "Do not think 

that I came to abolish the Law or the Prophets; I did not come 

to abolish, but to fulfill." The friend then said that this meant, 
Jesus came to live out the Law and promote it and that we 

should too. 


Not so! I shot back at him and said that he was twisting 
Scripture. The first part is true, because the Law was still in 
effect while Jesus lived, because He had not yet been sacrificed! 
Then I said to him, "Fulfill means to complete. Jesus Christ 
COMPLETED the Law." 

And then I said, if God were to speak to you right now on this 
topic, He might say something like this: 

"Look at this BEAUTIFUL thing I have done. Look at what I have 
COMPLETED. From start to finish." 


It's true. The Law is still God's Law. It is just as true 

today as it was then. BUT~ Jesus has taken the place for us. His 
death cancels our sin and what we owe. God knew from the very 
beginning that it was impossible for a human being to follow it 
perfectly. 


Jesus came to LIVE OUT and COMPLETE the Law. It is finished. 
The rules have not changed. Our punishment has. We are 
absolved through the shedding of His blood. He is the Lamb 
without spot or blemish. 


...don't denomination me. 


Recently a friend & I went to this church to see a speaker. We both 
wondered aloud what kind of church it was. I grabbed a bulletin, 
and saw what kind of church we were in. My friend asked if that was 


bad, I said, no, they're just off. 


I got into it, explaining the 
whole thing, and she kept going "sshhhh!" 
I have a tendency to get a little bit worked up sometimes. 


We ended up getting up & leaving, before the thing even began. 

And we Laughed the whole way back. It spawned the best 
conversation ever, we talked about all things false and untrue 

(my fave topic) and she had some really good points. We were 
talking about salvation, how you can really tell what a church is 
made of by finding out what they believe about it. Is it faith, or 
works? She said, how greedy is it when people strive to earn 

their salvation. I didn't get what she meant. She said, if it were 
based on works, then people would have their own selves in 

mind when they serve God, their own salvation, and their eye 

would be on the reward in heaven. I never looked at it like that 
before. She's right. 

We were both brought up Catholic. Need I say more? 

This is 

what I was reading today: 


Matthew 23:4~12 

And they tie up heavy loads, and lay them on men's shoulders; 

but they themselves are unwilling to move them with so much 

as a finger. But they do all their deeds to be noticed by men; for 
they broaden their phylacteries, and lengthen the tassels of their 
garments. And they love the place of honor at banquets, and the 
chief seats in the synagogues, and respectful greetings in the 
market places, and being called by men Rabbi. But do not be 

called Rabbi; for One is your Teacher, and you are all brothers. 
And do not call anyone on earth your father; for One is your 
Father, He who is in heaven. And do not be called leaders; for 

One is your Leader, that is, Christ. But the greatest among you 
shall be your servant. And whoever exalts himself shall be 
humbled; and whoever humbles himself shall be exalted. 

And this is Jesus Himself talking! How cool is that! He's all, get 
off your high horse. Those called to leadership positions need to 
do so in humility and reverence to God, and with no shady 

motives. 


I will not go to a church where the leaders exalt themselves as 
kings. I will not go to a church where I am told to confess my sin 
to another human being. I will not honor or pray to the mother 

of our Lord. It appears that Mary was very humble. Very 

little is mentioned about her. Even the angels in heaven refuse 

to be honored, why then do we attempt to pray to or give honor 

to a human? 


So many denominations. Clubs for Christians, that's what they 
are. 


Give me His Word, and His Word alone. Give me a church that 

says, ok, this is who we are. We love God, we believe and read 
His Word. Come on in, let's worship Him together. Brother Zeke 
will be doing the reading today, and Sister Eunice has a story to 
tell.

Hi, Amy here (uploader). 

I think physical church buildings, and all that goes along with them, in these dark 
last days, have become prisons. 

Not all churches, not every church. 

But generally speaking - the church building, and the traditions of man therein - 
has become a very deceptive stronghold, that hinders the believer in Jesus, more 
than it helps. 

A church's doctrine or statement of belief may appear perfect on paper (or the 
website, or whatever), but sometimes the problem is not in the "What We Believe" 
statement, but in the behavior and ways of the clergy and congregation. 

A little kingdom arises, the people moving in pride with their positions and 
titles. Coveting and greed arises, seeking (unbiblical) mandatory tithing of the 
people. Often, the Holy Spirit is squashed, swept under the rug, silenced, 
hindering the real growth of true believers in Him. Or, the flip side ~ the gifts 
of the Spirit are blown out of proportion, becoming central to the 
church/denomination, and this is idolatry. Or, Sabbath worship, making the stance 
on which day of the week it really was/is a hot topic, and giving it a central 
place in the doctrine. Idolatry, again. 

So many tricks of the enemy, so many distractions and debates and doctrines, all 
set in place to keep us from focusing on the One, Jesus Christ, our King. ALl of 
these doctrines and traditions blind us, and get in the way, bringing confusion and 
dissention, lest we find the sure path - the narrow path - the one path that leads 
to life. 

His Word is our guidebook for life. 

Church is a way for believers to fellowship and worship together, and if a solid, 
Biblically sound church is found, it is a rare find in today's world. 

I know there's many out there. But in these end times, there's no time for false 
things tripping us up, and false things are literally everywhere.
